It is believed they would 
be willing to sacrifice 10,000 men, in order 
to get him. He is hated as one of the 
most deadly enemies of the Transvaal. 


It is reported that General Joubert 


offered a reward of $31,000 for Rhodes 
dead or alive. If aliTC, he would1 be a 
rich "prize of war" and almost beyond 
price as a hostage. If dead, the prime 
factor in the English machinations 
against the Transvaal would, in the 
opinion of the Boers, be out of the way. 


There is another object, too. Kimber- 


ley besides being an important position in 
Itself commands the Kimberley diamond 
district, perhaps the richest territory for 
Its size in the world. The Kimberley 
diamond' mines would, indeed, be a rich 
prize for Kruger. 


The swiftness of the Boer movements 


has given a shock to the military ex- 
perts. It was not expected that Kimbsr- 
ley would be menaced for several days. 
In fact, the Boers> seeim to have avoided 
the places where the English troops ex- 
pected them and went forth to meet 
them, and have made their appearance 
at wholly unexpected places. 


It Is also feared tftat Mafeking is In 


a critical state, and little hope is felt 
'that the forces under Baden-Powell will 
escape destruction.

Morning Leader, telegraphing Sunday 
night, says: 
It is reported that fight- 


ing began at Kimberley this morning. 
The railway has been cut at Belmont. 


A special dispatch, filed at Dundee, 


tTatal, Sunday afternoon, reports that 
Commandant Viljoen's force had left 
Newcastle for Dannhauser, where the 
Transvaal flag has been hoisted over the 
town hall. 


The Daily Mail's Cape Town, corre-

and constructed fortified earthworks.

The Daily Mail's Glencoe camp corre- 


spondent, under date of Sunday, says: 
A force, under Commandant Viljoen, 
from Spitzkop, occupied Newcastle Sat- 
urday afternoon, and, it is reported, 
planted their flag over the town hall. 
It is rumored that the Boers have cap- 
tured a-police patrol of six men at De 
Jagers drift, on the Buffalo river.

The ab- 
sence of news, therefore, is regarded as 
a good sign.

The clang 
of the engine bell was drowned out by 
the farewell chorus of cheers. A stal- 
wart man ran behind1 the rear platform, 
holding a child aloft. Dewey bent far

He disengaged his fingers and1 stood 
erect. He bowed thrice to the crowd. 
Then the car was whiskedi around a 
curve, and Dewey was seen'no more.

STRANGER IN A STRANGE 
LAND," 
an 
Anglo-American 


farce in three acts by Sidney Wil- 
mer and Walter Vincent, has 


been offered for popular approval at the 
Manhattan theater in this city by Wil- 
liam A. Brady and Joseph R. Grismer. 
At the beginning it may be proper to 
state that there is no reason why this 
play should not eventually enjoy a 
large measure of success. It contains a 
number of genuinely humorous situa- 
tions, and, when the necessary polish- 
ing up indispensable to new farces shall 
have been done to "A Stranger In a 
Strange Land," it ought to be a wel- 
come guest in any land the people of 
which are fond of being amused. 


The story relates the troubles of a 


young man who is sent out from Eng- 
land by his wealthy aunt to make his 
way in the new world. The folks at 
home imagine that this country is a 
fowling wilderness, and the aunt is de- 
lighted when she is informed in her 
nephew's letters that that worthy, or, 
rather unworthy, young man has be- 
come the owner of a cattle ranch at 
Buffalo, N. Y. His herd, it may be 
mentioned, consists of 15,000 head of 
cattle. In Buffalo he also has many 
imaginary adventures with the Indians. 


At the opening of the play the young 


' man is about to return home, the period 
of his probation expiring at midnight. 
Therefore, until that hour it is neces- 
sary that the aunt should not learn 
that the money she has sent to support 
the ranch at Buffalo has really been 
expended in having a good time. A 
well meaning uncle on the other side 
of the house, thinking to do his nephew 
a good turn, gets a dime novel by Kit 
Carson and copies therefrom a page 
•describing a battle with the redskins 
and a rescue of the nephew by one of 
their number. He makes it appear that 
the young man has written the letter 
to £im and that when he arrives he 
Will have the heroic Indian with him. 


The nephew pops in at this most In- 


opportune moment, and, having no In- 
dian, he proceeds to make one by com- 
pelling- the young man who Is just 
about to elope with the former's sister 
to pose as an untutored savage. Mean- 
\vhile the well meaning uncle hears of 
an American medicine fakir, who has 
^ust arrived, bringing with him a no 
account reservation Indian. He hires 
the pair forthwith. The real and bogus 
Indians are made up to closely resem- 
£Ie each other, and, as neither nephew 
toor uncle knows of the existence of the 
other's Indian, and as all the other 
members of the household imagine that 
everything is legitimate, the ensuing 
complications are humorous in the ex- 
treme. They are later heightened by 
the supposed disappearance of the 
young man who is impersonating the 
.'Indian and the arrival in search of him 
of a detective, who also makes up like 
a redskin in order to facilitate his work. 
The American medicine vender has a 
way of kicking the real Indian about, 
fend, naturally, as he does not know of 
the "doubling up," many of his love 
taps are received' first by. the young 
ewain and later by the detective. Much 
humor is added by the caresses which 
are bestowed in turn upon the real In- 
dian and the detective by the young 
iady, Who has learned that her lover 
has made up as a savage to aid her 
•brother. 


-. There Is lots of the 
element of 


"knockabout" in "A Stranger In a 
Strange Land," but, inasmuch as the 
J>lay makes no claim to being regarded 
as a vehicle for the entertainment of 
persons who prefer tears to laughter, 
there is no especial wrong in that. 


A strong point in favor of the suc- 


teess of the farce is that its third act 
'Is its best. This of itself is such an un- 
usual thing as to merit comment. It 
•has its faults, many of them, but they 
are faults of detail and not of the gen- 
eral scheme. If Charles H. Hoyt had 
-had the Idea contained in "A Stranger 
In a Strange Land," he never would 
have wasted it on one farce; he would 
'have made at least three out of it, and, 
what is more, all of them would have 
been worth seeing. The trouble with 
Wilmer and Vincent, the authors of the 
Manhattan play, is that they have ap- 
parently worked under the disadvan- 
tage of fearing constantly that they 
would not give complications enough. 
Therefore they have made most of 
their fun dependent upon the tangle 
(growing out of the presence of several 
supposed Indians in the house at the 
same time. 
This gets tiresome after 


awhile, and if the play could be so edit- 
ed as to make more of the fun develop 
cut of the conclusions of other charac- 
ters than the Indians and without 
bringing those individuals on the stage 
80 often it would be very greatly im- 
proved. 


In support of this assertion may be 


mentioned the scene in the last act 
in which the well meaning uncle, hav- 
ing concluded to commit suicide be- 
cause of the unanimous miscarriage of 
his plans, mixes a glass of paris green 
and rat poison in a tumbler of water. 
Something occurs, and he is called 
•away, leaving the deadly draft upon 
the table. The real Indian, who is an 
incorrigible thief, gees it as he is about 
to steal some whisky from the decanter, 
end, mistaking it for a fancy cocktail, 
brinks every drop of It. A few contor- 


v lions take him off the stage, and the 
feplsode is greeted with screams of 
laughter, mainly, I firmly believe, be- 
cause of the fact that the element of 
mistaken identity does not figure in It 
. at all. 


Wilmer and Vincent are good men to 


••member. They are morally certain to 


every point of view, especially from 
that of the onlooker, who a.'ways pre- 
fers an open game. 


After the combined Yale-Harvard 


team lost to the Britishers in the ath- 
letic games held in London last July 
it was pointed out that the weakness of 
the Americans seemed to lie almost 
wholly in distance running.

New York, on Nov. SO. 


This action on the part of the Prince- 


ton authorities is somewhat significant 
in view of the fact lhat the New Jersey 
institution will send a team of athletes 
to the Paris exposition next summer. 
There they will, of course, meet the 
cracks of Great Britain and the best 
men of Europe, so Old Nassau evidently 
intends to start in early to put her long 
distance runners in good shape. 


The fact that the Tigers intend to 


send a team to the exposition next sum- 
mer has induced a number of crack 
field and track men to enter that uni- 
versity this fall, in consequence of 
which it will not be surprising if 
Princeton should show up better next 
spring at the Mott Haven games than 
she has for years past.

In- 
deed, it is one of the best bits of low 
character work seen on the New York 
stage during the past decade. As the 
role is one which might easily be ruined 
by less careful work, Mr. Osbourne's 
achievement is all the more notable. 


Despite what may be said by friendly 


critics, the impression prevails about 
the Rialto that Francis Wilson's latest 
operatic 
offering, 
"Cyrano de Ber- 


gerac," is anything but a howling suc- 
cess. This very unusual condition of 
affairs has been brought about, it is al- 
leged, by Mr. Wilson's conviction that 
he is equal to the legitimate require- 
ments of the role without the necessity 
of burlesquing it. He is reported to 
have speedily become convinced of the 
error of his opinion, and ever since the 
first night he has been going over She 
piece with a well known librettist with 
a view to injecting as much broad com- 
edy as possible into it. This was the 
sensible course to follow. Even though 
Mr. Wilson were able to play the 
title role of "Cyrano de Bergerac" 
"straight," which he most emphatically 
is not able to do, it would be folly to 
try it. The public goes to see and hear 
Wilson because he is funny, or at any 
rate is so regarded by those who pay 
admission to his entertainments. There 
is no desire to see him do the serious, 
as when that is wanted there are actors 
like 
Richard 
Mansfield 
concerning 


whose ability in that direction there 
can be no question. 


It is an incomprehensible thing, this 


desire of the comedian to appear in 
serious roles and the confidence of the 
tragedian in his ability to make the 
best funny man in the profession look 
like an amateur. It is merely an ex- 
emplification of the perversity of hu- 
man nature—the sighing for the unat- 
tainable. Stuart Robson Is a victim 
who has suffered severely from his in- 
cursion into serious drama. He put on 
"The Gadfly" at Wallack's in an elab- 
orate manner and engaged an excellent 
company. He did his best in the effort 
to make the people consider his per- 
formance in the principal role without 
reference to his previous work, but they 
would not do it, and the consequence 
Is that "The Gadfly" has been with- 
drawn, Mr. Robson is.thousands of dol- 
lars out of pocket and what would 
probably have been a huge success if 
produced by Richard Mansfield is stig- 
matized as a failure simply because of 
the refusal of the public to seriously as- 
sociate the actor who exploited it with 
plays of that type. 


De Wolf Hopper has also had his lit- 


tle lesson, and he has taken it well to 
heart. Last year, when "The Charla- 
tan" was produced, Hopper's friends 
were shocked to find how very "legit- 
imate" (for Hopper) the protean role 
was. The piece, if not exactly a frost, 
was not an unqualified success, and 
Hopper Immediately returned to his old 
methods, having the piece majle as 


He has evidently not forgotten that 


rather expensive experience. When he 
went to London, some months ago, he 
put "El Capitan" on, leaving "The 
Charlatan" severely alone. He made a 
moderate hit, which grew greater as 
the Britishers became familiar with his 
peculiar brand of humor. He secured 
a lease of a second theater, canceled all 
his American time for the coming sea- 
son and will remain on the other sift* 
for many months. When "El Capitan" 
shall have worn out its welcome, do 
you think he will produce "The Charla- 
tan?" Not much; Hopper is too wise for 
that. He will put on "Wang," which is 
about 4,000 degrees broader than even 
"El Capitan." And it is pretty safe to 
predict that "Wang" will make a big- 
ger hit than "El Capitan," ' for it is 
just the sort of piece for which Hopper 
is fitted. 


It will surprise no one if Yvonne De 


Treville is announced as a Tnember of 
the superb Maurice Grau grand, opera 
organization 
next year. This young 


lady, who has for some time been the 
prima donna soprano of the Castle 
Square stock company, attached to the 
American theater in this city, has won 
her way in her profession by merit 
alone, and, as she is an indefatigable 
student and a hard and conscientious 
worker, her thousands of admirers will 
not admit that there is any place in 
the operatic world so exalted as to be 
beyond her reach. She has just been 
re-engaged by the Castle Square peo- 
ple and is now appearing in a series of 
grand opera presentations in English. 


• The best evidence of the fact that 
Miss De Treville is an admirable artist 
is found in the many offers made to her 
by managers of whose responsibility 
and judgment there can be no question.

summer's work. Of course, the great- 
est cause for congratulation is the fact 
that an American is now the amateur 
champion, and so not by any accident 
of play, but through sterling merit and 
well generaled work. 


A veteran of the links was thus 


philosophizing on the porch of a well 
known golf club the other day before 
a party of the members. After awhile 
they fell to discussing the merits of tha 
game as compared with other sports. 
All were, naturally, of the opinion that 
no other outdoor amusement 
could 


compare with it. 
"Why," said the first named individ- 


ual, "where can you find a game which 
has so many good points? To begin 
with, golf is" an all the year round 
sport, just as easily indulged in during 
the winter as in summer, except, of 
course, when snow lies deep on the 
ground. Of course, too, one can't make 
such good scores over frozen and part- 
ly snow clad earth as over green grass, 
but that affects your opponent just as' 
much, so what's the difference? In 
winter, moreover, golf has the advan- 
tage over other sports restricted to 
that season—such as skating—of not 
being violent enough to make the play- 
er liable to catch cold afterward on ac- 
count of overheating. Then, again, if 
one can't get a partner, it is almost as 
much fun to go over the course alone, 
and just as good practice. It is also 
suited to players of all ages and both 
sexes. In fact," he concluded, "there 
is no game in th^ world that can be 
played by so great a proportion of peo- 
ple or during a longer period of the 
year."

Not con- 
tent with this, however, O'Dea has 
lately been practicing assiduously, and 
it is now stated that he can perform 
wonderful stunts with the football by 
means of his legs. He can put a curve 
on the ball which acts on :t just as the 
drop does on a baseball in the hands of 
an expert pitcher. In addition, those

The cause of this downfall is not 


difficult to trace. Yale, while always 
sportsmanlike, has been very conserv- 
ative. In most lines of sport, such as 
football and rowing, she would engage 
in contests only with that limited num- 
ber of rivals whom she considered 
worthy foes.

THE BARTON AFTERMATH 


Professor Barton's recent excursion 


to Greylock han been the cause of a 
good deal of silly talk about the dese- 
cration of the Sabbath. Following the 
futile protest of the Baptist church 
and the criticisms by Its pastor, Rev. 
J. H. Spencer, comes a lot of stuff, 
which is seeming: wise but masterfully 


• foolish. 
The argument that he who 


goes to a mountain top on Sunday by 
•o doing woefully desecrates the day 


I and sets a very bad example to others 
'It, to be plain spoken, an argument of 
flOWtcrated stupidity. Made with force 


and coming from a source which 
to be authority, it la an argument that 
defeats the ends for which It is made 
and. m test, will do no more than leave 
hundreds of innocent people under the 
impression that about the only really 
Kyful hours they have in their lives 
are actually hours of ain. 


To do this latter is a crime greater 


than many which the law reaches, and 
we protest against it no matter how 
well-meaning the people are who com- 
mit it. The scientist who comes here 
with Barton knows better than to take 
any stock in the argument, and we 
should not mind the matter if only such 
as he were concerned. We protest 
for the sake of others. We protest on 
behalf of the mill-housed man, whose 
seventh-day upward bound under the 
smiling heavens is sanctimoniously de- 
clared to be a leap into hell. 


All the clamor is in the name cf the 


old New England Sabbath. Who wants 
the old New England Sabbath with all 
that it meant? You might as well try 
to develop piety and the spirit of wor- 
ship by tying up people in their homes 
with their heels in their necks as at- 
tempts to do it by pushing back pro- 
gress to the days of Cot* .1 Mather. 
Almost every page of every enlightened 
secular and religious journal bears 
testimony to a clearer faith and higher 
theology than adorned the observance 
of the old New England Sabbath. The 
Outlook, a leader in thought, prints in 
the current number an admirable review 
of Hunger's life of Horace Bushnell 
from which we think it well to make 
the following extracts: 


"The title of Dr. Bushnell's greatest 


book is the index to his character and 
the explanation of his service to man- 
kind: "Nature and the supernatural." 
New England theology had laid its 
stress on the supernatural. It had sep- 
arated religion from daily life, and 
theology from secular philosophy. 
It 


had tied life up in separate parcels, 
labeled them, and put them where they 
would not and could not intermingle. 
In this respect it had followed the 
course of ecclesiasticisni in all ages and 
all forms of development. Philosophic- 
ally it had become a new form of 
scholasticism; spiritually and ii<te?- 
lectually, an unrational if not irrational 
mysticism. This bred in New Eng- 
land ,as it has always bred everywhere, 
a> reaction. 
* 
* 
* 
The reaction 


against Puritanism could not be ir- 
re3igious, nor even untheological; it 
necessarily took the form of a new 
theology. 
» 
* » Against a theo- 


logy which was irrational was put a 
theology of rationalism. * * * There 
are three principles which constitute 
the very essence of the so-called new 
theology; the doctrine that God is in 
all phenomena, that evolution is only 
the gradual manifestation of his secret 
presence, and that therefore there is 
no real distinction between the natural 
and ihe supernatural. * * * " 


The' man who takes all nature for his 


cathedral may not start out on his 
Sunday walk with the fixed purpose of 
worshipping, but he is likely to worship 
much more truly than many who an- 
swer the call of the Sunday bells. Out 
on the hillside, the wonderful earth 
spread out before him, the mysterious 
and unfathomable blue above him, he 
cries out from the pressure of his wel- 
ling feeling, "This is a heavenly day!" 
Beneath this now trite exclamation 
there is a greater philosophy, a richer 
theology, a sweeter and more lasting 
moral and spiritual uplift than could 
be obtained from any sermonizing by 
the man who would solemnly shake his 
head and dolefully say, "You are 
breaking the Sabbath." "God is in all 
phenomena" and there are not many 
grander phenomena than the phenom- 
ena lit up by a. beautiful day. The man 
in the presence of all that is bathed by 
the sunshine is in the presence of the 
living God. Few men reason that they 
are in that presence, but thousands 
feel themselves in it; a few do npt feel 
the presence, but do not condemn all 
the out-door multitude because of this 
few any more than you would condemn 
all the church-going throng because of 
the hypocrites who occupy some of the 
pews. By no means all the saved nov 
all the religious sit within sight of the 
altar on Sunday. 


It is far from our purpose to minimize 


the church or the church observance of 
the 
Sabbath. 
"God is in all phe- 


nomena," and above the phenomena of 
the church and church worship there is 
just one thing on earth—the taking 
out into the world of men what the 
church and church worship should 
stand for. This is the higher religion, 
the higher worship. Coercive measures 
to secure a formal observance of the 
Sabbath are poor instruments for the 
deepening of the religious life. This, 
from an editorial in the Outlook, is 
worth appending: 


"No other truth seems to us more 


fundamental, more important, or more 
needing emphasis in our time than the 
truth that 
religion is not a de- 


partment 
in 
life, 
and 
tljat 


when 
we 
try 
in 
make 
it 
so 


it ceases to be religion. Religion is a 
standard by which all life is to be 
measured, a principle by which all life 
is to be governed, a. spirit by which all 
life is to be imbued—the spirit of hope 
and faith and love."

"I am just back from a trip to Cuba," 


said Robert Allen of Cleveland at the 
Gilsey House, in New York, the other 
day to a reporter of the New York 
Tribune, "but as I only went on a 
pleasure trip and know little about 
the business, resources or administra- 
tion of the country my opinion is not 
of much value on these points. l"he 
army administration seems to have 
been wonderfully successful, however, 
and 1 heard praise without stint of it 
on every hand and particularly of Brig- 
adier General Wood's administration 
of the provinces of Santiago and Puer- 
to Principe and the manner in which 
he stamped out the yellow fever out- 
break there. 


"While in Manzanillo I heard a story

Adopting for the Philippines tbe pol- 


icy so successfully, executed In tbe case 
of Cuba during the war with Spain, 
Hear Admiral Wtttson has organized a 
mosquitojlleet to assist In enforcing a 
strict blockade of the Island of Luzon, 
says tlie'Svashingtou correspondent of 
the St. 'Louis Globe-Democrat. This 
lloet does not consist of ferryboats and 
tha like, which early In ttie Spanish 
•war the navy department was compel- 
led to transform into mirth provoking 
men-of-war, but of real little spitfires- 
gunboats purchased from Spain by 
General Otis and turned over to the 
navy to assist in the important opera- 
tions of tbe coming dry season.

cess. InformatiouAvhicu has reached

The Cannon Had * Shell In It. 


Tlie arrival of Dewey was celebrated 


In "Winsted,"bonn., by the ringing of 
bells. An old cannon, one of two which 
were captured from the Confederate 
forces during the war and afterward 
came into the possession of the late 
Thomas M. Clarke aud were given by 
his widow to the Monument associa- 
tion, was taken in hand to see if it 
could be fired, says the Hartford Cou- 
rant. It -was found to be spiked. A 
hole was bored into it and a small 
charge of powder put in and touched 
off. The result was the discharge of an 
old shell from the cannon. The shell 
weighed 13^ pounds and was four 
Inches in diameter ana *tout eight 
Indues Ityig.

with moneys obtained through forced 
loans upon wealthy Chinamen and Fi- 
lipinos and from the sale of hemp, rice 
and tobacco raised in the interior of 
Luzon under the control of the insur- 
gents and shipped to China .through 
ports not under our control. The value 
of the traffic in tlfese articles will be 
understood when it Is known that Rear 
Admiral Watson has offic'illy estimat- 
ed to the navy department that the 
two products of rice and hemp alone 
have risen in value quite 300 per cent. 
In view of this advance, he has ear- 
nestly requested tkat a formal block- 
ade of the islands be established to 
prevent exports being made by the Fi- 


! liplnos. The administration hag sin- 
cerely regretted Imposing the hardships 
of war upon noncombatants, but It has 
been decided to adopt Rear Admiral 
Watson's recommendation. This block- 
ade will be robbed of its international 
character by being termed a "munici- 
pal blockade," though It will be none 
the less effective. 


Rear Admiral Watson's fleet is not 


so large as that about Cuba, but It is 
a good sized one, consisting of 33 ves- 
sels now at his disposal, with the 
promise of three others In a few weeks 
—namely, the Isla de Cuba, Isla de 
Luzon and the Don Juan de Austria, 
now neariug completion at Hongkong 
—and, in addition, the cruisers Brook- 
lyn, New Orleans, Nashville and Badg- 
er, which- have been ordered to sail. 
The army has a number of small ves- 
sels which have been transformed in- 
to gunboats, and these will be used to 
assist the navy. The 12 turned over 
by General Otis after their purchase 
from Spain bear the pleasing names of 
Pampanga, Paragua, Samar, Albay, 
Cahtmaines, Panay, Mauileno, Marive- 
les, Mlndoro, Basco, Gardoti.nl and Ur- 
daneta, the latter having recently fall- 
en, a prey to the insurgents through 
the overzealous bravery of her young 
commander. 


By a recent order of Rear Admiral 


Watson these small boats are assigned 
to the various big vessels of the squad- 
ron as military ducklings and, as far 
as possible, draw their complements, 
equipments, arms, provisions and the 
like from the parent ship. To further 
distinguish them, each gunboat has a 
number In addition to its name, and, 
for convenience of detection, these 
numbers, in the shape of large block 
numerals, are painted near the top 6"f 
the little boats' smokestacks. 


Excellent results ajre expected to fol- 


low tbe employment of these small ves- 
sels. In fact, some of them have al- 
ready rendered good service. 
Early 


In August the Pampanga assisted the 
gunboats Concortl, Yorktown and Cal 
lao in destroying the town of San Fer- 
nando because of the action of the in- 
surgents at Linguyan In burning the 
steamer Saturnas of the Companla 
'Maritlma. Tbe Paragua engaged In a 
duel with the insurgents at Balemac, 
lasting 20 minutes. The vessel was 
struck a number of times, fortunately 
without suffering damage or having 
any of her crew wounded, but her re- 
taliatory fire caused tbe entire destruc- 
tion of the enemy's defenses. The Sa- 
mar made a trip around the island of 
Panay and captured and destroyed 13 
vesseU laden with supplies for the en- 
emy. 
The latest exploits are those 


performed by the Panay and the Ma 
rivelcs, which captured the steamers 
Mundaca and Taalenoa respectively. 
Tbe latter is o* 100 tons displacement 
and will be armed and equipped as a 
gunboat for service with the blockad- 
ing fleet. 


The Pampanga, Paragua and the Sa- 


mar. 
like the Callao. which Ms an Inde- 
pendent command anil WCIcff waB'cgjp 
tared by Admiral Dewey a few days 
after the -battle of Manila Bay, are 
•mall steel gunboats of fore and aft 
rig, more commonly called schooner, 
114 feet In length, 17 r*et beam, have 
a displacement of 187 tons and draw a 
mean of 6 feet of water. Their light 
draft la highly advantageous, as It en- 
able* them4o enter the shallow waters 
of the aVchlpelafo. They have a nomi- 
nal speed of ten kno$a an hour, and 
their armaments.consist of four small 
gups apiece of a rapid flra type, with a 
maximum caliber-of '6 pounders,

Miiulor are of 142 tons displacement, 
Iron built, have single screws and a 
rated speeU of ten knots and are each 
armed with four 3 pounders of the lat- 
est type. The Gardoqul Is of 41 tons 
and has a speed of eight knots. Her 
battery consists of two 1 pounders. 
The Gardoqui and the Baseo are the 
smallest of the mosunito fleet. The 
Urdaneta was a sister ship of these lat- 
ter vessels. 


So much for those miniature fighting 


craft. 
In addition to these vessels, 


Rear Admiral Watson will have under 
his command tbe three cruisers raised 
by Naval Constructor Capps—the I-sla 
de Cuba, Isla de Luzon aud Don Juan 
de Austria—and now completing under 
the supervision of Naval Constructor 
Hobson. These boats are cf a trifle 
over 1,000 tons displacement. They 
have been supplied with entirely new 
batteries, the Isla de Cuba and the Isla 
de Luzon being equipped with four 
4 Inch rapid lire guns, four 6 pounders, 
four 1 pounders and two Colt machine 
guns. The Don Juan Je Austria will 
have four 5 Inch rapid flre guns, four 
6 pounders and four Colts. 


It has beijn the duty of Rear Admiral 


Watson to assign to the command of 
the vessels of the auxiliary fleet young 
oflicers of. tried courage and ability, 
and such assignments have been made 
upon the recommendation of the com- 
manding officer of the vessel upon 
which each served. The officers and 
crew of these guuboats have also been 
selected from their parent ships. Thus 
the Pampanga Is commanded by Lieu- 
tenant W. C. Davidson, formerly of 
the Concord; the Samar has Lieutenant 
H. G. McFarland as her commanding 
officer and Naval Cadet Guy W. Fal- 
ler as her engineer officer. 
Both of 


these oflicers are borne on the assign- 
ment to the Oregon. The Albay is 
commanded by Ensign W. H. Stanuiey, 
while Naval Cadet J. L. Beckner is in 
charge of her engines. Ensign Staudley 
was recommended for advancement by 
Admiral Dewey in recognition of his 
gallantry in making a survey of Baler, 
where Lieutenant J. C. Gilmore and 
his boat's crew were capttired by the 
Filipinos. Tbe Mauileno is under the 
command of Lieutenant De Witt Bla- 
mer tit the Charleston, and his engi- 
neer officer is Naval Cadet E. T. Con- 
Btein. Lieutenant Joseph W. Oman, 
navigator of the gunboat Helena, com- 
mands the Marivelcs. The ilindoro is 
commanded by Ensign W. J. McCor- 
mack, and her engineer officer is Na- 
val Cadet ,T. E. Lewis of tue Baltimore. 
Ensign Harris Laiiing and Naval Cadet 
A. N. Mitchell, both of the monitor 
Monadnock, are the detail to the Pa- 
nay. Naval Cadet P. B. Dungan of the 
Baltimore commands the Basco. En- 
sign A. T. Chester of the Monterey 
commands the Gardoqul, while Naval 
Cadet W. C. Wood of the Oregon did 
command the Urdaneta. 


There is something very Inspiring 


about the youthful details to these 
small gunboats. 
These young men 


must assume all of the responsibility 
of Independent command, be able to 
navigate their vessels for hundreds of 
miles, perhaps, and that In waters but 
little known, and, If charted, charted 
with that easy going inconsequence 
common to the Spaniard. Future great 
leaders are made in this way, and the 
work cut o.ut for the youngsters will 
make itself known in the years to come 
when the fate of the Philippines will 
have long been settled. 


The regular squadron under Rear 


Admiral Watson consists of the Ore- 
gon, the pride of tie navy; the cruiser 
Baltimore, the cruiser Charleston, the 
monitors Monterey and Monadnoc-k 
and the gunboats Petrel, Concord, Hel- 
ena, Princeton, Wheeling, Castine and 
Yorktown, to which will soon be added 
the Brooklyn, New Orleans, Nashville 
and Badger. 
The blockade work Is 


arduous, for it Is under cover of dark- 
ness or the gloom of fog that tbtblock- 
ttde runners will try to make their 
runs, and in those treacherous waters, 
where native pilots are an uncertain 
quantity, the task of safely overhaul- 
ing a filibuster is one fraught with 
great risk and grave responsibility, but 
it Is the one effective way of cutting 
off our enemy's source of supply.

eminent Hu to Bear. 


Every one knows that it costs almost 


$400.000,000 a year to run the United 
States government In times of peace 
and that the department of war and 
the navy, the Inoian^and pension bu- 
reaus absorb the larger part of tula 
amount, but in the course of years a 
large number of dependents upon Un- 
cle Sam's purse have come Into being 
of which the general public knows lit- 
tle. 


Such, for example, are the interna- 


tional bureau for the repression of the 
African slave trade, located at Brus- 
sels, a highly laudable Institution, to 
the expenses of which our government 
contributes $100 a year; the interna- 
tional bureau of weights and measures, 
also at Brussels, to which $2,2TO is con- 
tributed, and the International Geodet- 
ic association, the expenses of which 
our government shares to the extent 
of $1,500 yearly. 


As a leading member of a group of 


nations specially interested In humane 
and philanthropic work we subscribe 
$325 a year to a lighthouse service on 
the coast of Morocco, about $4,500 to 
be divided among citizens of other 
lands for service rendered to ship- 
wrecked American seamen, $500 a year 
toward maintaining a hospital for sail- 
ors at Panama and $9,000 for keeping 
and feeding American convicts impris- 
oned in foreign countries.

It, rather, prevented Bob Miller from 
making $700 in a little more than 
minute at the fair grounds in St. Loui 
the other afternoon. Skill and pluc 
woo the coveted price for Gus Picket 
of Decatur, Tez^ the champion cow 
puncher of the world. 


The cow roping exhibition was con 


ceded by experts who saw It to be th 
best of its kind ever seen in St Louis 
The contestants wore the best in thel 
line, men born with the spirit of ad 
venture and reared in the saddle. They 
came from all parts of the countr; 
west of the Mississippi and two o 
them from a point east of it, says 
the Bt Louis Post-Dispatch. The In- 
ducement to competition was alluring 
The prises consisted of $700 for th 
best roper, $200 for the second an< 
$100 
for the third. Contestants were 


required to lasso and throw a steer 
and tie at least three of its feet to- 
gether In such a way that it could no 
rise. The prizes went to those who 
did this in the shortest time. 


The roping was done in the field o: 


the mile race track. In the center ot 
the field a pen had been erected In 
Which to confine the steers. The man 
who was to do the roping took his po- 
sition to the right of the gate of this 
pen as viewed from the grand stand 
Fifty yards from the gate a horseman 
was stationed with a red flag, which 
he dropped as the steer passed him 
This was the signal for the contestant 
to ride In pursuit of the steer. When 
the steer heard the hoof beats behlnc 
him, he would scamper away across 
the field with the rider almost at his 
flank swinging his lariat and prepar- 
ing to throw. 


Of a sudden the loop of rope wouk 


go sailing through the air. If it set 
tied over the horns of the steer, the 
battle was on In earnest The rope 
must be thrown over bis back am 
about his legs. Then come a quick 
swerve of the horse and a sudden jerk 
If the rider is skillful and the horse 
well trained, Mr. Steer's feet are pull 
ed from under him, and be goes about 
three feet in the air and comes down 
so hard the breath Is knocked out of 
him. Then nothing remains but to tie 
him. 


Each man in the contest was allowed 


only two casts of the lariat 8. T 
Prlvett of San Angelo, Tex., and S. J 
McSpadden of Decatur, Tex., the first 
men out, missed both throws and re- 
tired. Then the crowd got Its first 
taste of the true quality of this west- 
ern sport when'B: B. Posey of Wag- 
oner, I. T., started In pursuit of an 
active young steer. 
He overtook li 


within 100 yards of the pen, but miss- 
ed bis first throw. The steer swerved 
and made for the west end of the field, 
with Posey following closely, gather 
Ing bis rope for the second throw as he 
went 


Over near the Barter Jumps he threw 


his lasso. The loop settled over the 
animal's horns. Quick as a shot the 
cowboy rode around the bull, and a 
second later the first fall was scored. 
Posey, notwithstanding his miss on 
the first throw, had the bull securely 
tied 1 minute and 84 seconds after 11 
was liberated from the pen. It was a 
great performance which won him ap 
plause not only from the crowd in the 
grand stand, but from his competitors 
as well. 


W. P. Rogers of Oolagah, I. T., bad 


a long chase before he could get close 
enough to lasso bis steer, and th« best 
time he could make was 239. W. L. 
Smith of TerrUl, Tet, missed both his 
throws, after which J. H. Merrill of 
Bound Bocks, Tex>, was sent after a 
mean looking animal that fairly out- 
ran the little mustang In pursuit Mer- 
rill had to throw the bull twice before 
he could tie him, yet he did the trick 
in 1:59%. Frank Bchratnm of Bast 
St Louis was loudly applauded as he 
entered tiae lists. He was game, but 
luck was against him. His horse act- 
ed badly, throw^g Mm twice. He rop- 
ed and threw liis ste«T, bnt did not suc- 
ceed In tying him. Vlncente Orepexa, 
the champion roper of Mexico, was the 
next out A bad horse probably lost 
him the money. He dropped bis steer 
on the second throw and completed the 
tie up In 8:28. 


Buster Gardener of Sherwood, Tex., 


tied up his steer in 2:11. He has a 
record of 80 seconds, R. B. Stewart 
of East St Louis missed both throws. 
Then came Gus Plekett of Decatur, 
Tex., the champion of the world, with 
a record of 82 seconds. Pickett threw 
and tied his steer so quickly It took 
the crowd's breath away. He over- 
took It a few yards from the signal 
flag, lassoed it and got around It 
threw It and tied it almost before any- 
body realized what was happening. 


P. H. Berry of East St Louis had 


an exciting chase, and after catching 
his steer the rope broke. He got an- 
other and again roped the bull, but his 
horse fell and rolled over him, and 
he limped back without making an- 
other attempt Then came the pretti- 
est piece of work of the day, though 
the man who did It went unrewarded. 
Bob Miller of Muskogee, I. T., threw 
and tied a steer in 1:08%, half a second 
better than the champion's time, but 
while the Judges were inspecting the 
knots the steer kicked himself loose 
and scampered away. Of course Mil- 
ter was dlsauallfled.

threatened to do all along. In making 
his statement Senator Parsons says: 


"It has been made to appear to me, 


by the earnest statements i,l. men of 
all parties, both prior to and increas- 
ingly since the republican senatorial 
convention, that there were many citi- 
zens of the district who desired to vote 
for me for re-election to *!K- s^nnte. 
They urge that a legislative election 
may safely proceed \\ iihout too great 
ri-sard to the action ol" conventions, 
which .under the existing system of 
nominations, have grown to exercise 
a control over the official ballot with 
but comparatively small representation 
of the people in the caucuses. 


"The choice of the people of the state 


that ihtre shall be annual elections in- 
dicated that they believed that in cer- 
tain yeaiH there should be an oppor- 
tunity for tho consideration of state 
questions distinct from the domination 
of national issues. This is such a year. 
There is no reason for a perpetual 
national campaign. 
I have asserted 


that the national questions ought not j 
to be controlling ones at such a time. 
For republicans, the state platform has 
presented what appears to be such ac- 
ceptable common ground that to make 
national questions superior is particu- 
Ifuly misplaced, and yet the action of 
the republican senatorial 
convention 


was avowedly on that ground. It was 
a triumph of machine politics. It was 
ru toriously inspired in large measure 
by personal motives which would not 
stand the test of popular judgment. So 
far as it selected a single act, in the 
performance of which I employed the 
thoughtful discretion which I contend 
it is the legislator's duty in every case 
Lo exercise, it set narrow and mistaken 
rules, such as legislation of every sort 
suffers from."
